In  visiting  several  camps  it  has  been 
noticed  that  the  libraries  are  not  open 
to  the  men  at  all,  but  are  tended  by  the 
assistant  leader  for  education,  who  hands 
out  books  to  the  few  men  who  are  willing 
to  take  any  book  offered  them*  The  libr- 
ary should  be  in  a room  large  enough  to 
accomodate  tables  on  vhich  to  display  the 
books,  magazines,  and  other  literature 
belonging  to  the  company,  so  that  the  men 
may  come  in  and  pick  out  the  book  they 
want  to  read  and  have  it  checked  out  by 
the  assistant  leader  for  education*  The 
library  should  be  kept  open  at  regular 
hours  and  should  be  tended  by  the  educa- 
tional assistant.  It  is  not  necessary 
that  books  be  lost  if  proper  care  is  taken 
in  the  management  of  the  library*  This 
system  has  been  recommended  by  Mr*  Edson 
and  is  working  in  a good  many  camps* 

In  a recent  conference  with  Mr*  0* 

W.  Anderson,  CEA  at  Co*  ll;19»  Carrabelle, 
he  reported  that  the  method  was  most 
successful,  and  that  the  library  was 
used  continually  by  the  enrollees*  He 
also  reported  that  he  had  a total  of 
1,500  pamphlets  in  this  library*
